HAVANA WORKMEN

Five Thousand tmployees At- 
tend Massmeeting, 


INFLAMMATORY — SPEECHES 


Name of Juan Gualberto Gomez Is 
Alone Cheered by Crowd. 


SPEAKER URGES A HARD FIGHT 


Labor Struggle in the Cuban Me- 
tropolis Appears To Be As- 
suming Serious Propor- 
tions and Trouble 
May Ensue. 


Havana, September 24.—The workmen of 
Havana held a mass meeting today at 
which about 5,000 were present. Inflam- 
matory speeches were made in favor of a 
general strike to secure an eight-hour 
day. Many public men were referred to, 
but the name of Juan Gualberto Gomez 
was the only name that was cheered. 
The speaker urged those who had fought 
for liberty on the fleld of battle to fight 
for liberation from the slavery of their 
employers. 

The Epoca, describing the present situ- 
ation in Cuba, 

“There are 200,000 Spaniards in the Is- 
land, with the greater part of the little 
wealth which the eountry possesses. 
Their only offense is that they .were re- 
cently in the political saddle as the rulers 
of the land. They still possess much influ- 
ence. There are 500,000 men of the Afri- 
can race among us, former slaves or the 
descendants of slaves These are fully 
convinced that they contributed the lion's 
share toward making the revolution a 
success, and they are just as well satis- 
fied that in the hour of victory 
they have been awarded no part of the 
spoils. There are 500,000 white Cubans. 
Yet, what remains’ to them but a few 
abandoned plantations and a limited num- 
ber of cattle ranches without stock. There 
are 2,000 lawyers and 4,000 doctors. Are 
these the social and economic elements 
with which Cuba expects to form a na- 
tion and-to construct an independent

All the symptoms go to show 
Editor Watterson is becoming 
in the mind with respect to the [ut 
of the democratic party. Ihree years 
ago he was “lending himself to the 
Alps,” as the saying is, and was not in 
the mood to care much for the future 
of his party. Today hq is in the 
neighborhood of the Blue Lick, and is, 
tha@refore, subject to disturbances at- 
tendant on proximity to and participa- 
tion in those sparkling waters. 

Thus situated, our old friend sees in 
“anti-imperialism” a “deadly danger 
to democracy.” He savs it is a mis- 
leading cry, and so it is, as The Con- 
stitution was at some pains to point 
out months ago, in the very beginning 
of the discussion. It is a phrase with 
which many politicians deceive them- 
selves, strange to sav. The fact that 
it was cried by New England republi- 
cans, who would refuse to support the 
democratic party under any circum- 
stances, should make democrats sus- 
picious of it. It is a’senseless cry, hav- 
ing no meaning whatever when applied 
to the Philippine quesiton. 

“The south,” says Editor Watterson, 
be lured for a time by falsa 
cries. But the south, with its short 
cut to the Pacific before it, will never 
give up its chance of revivification 
through the developments of the Pa- 
cific.” This is the question of trade, 
and it is important, but it is not near-

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But the Philippine affair, as it now 
is not a question of “impe- 
rialism”’ nor of trade; it igs not evena 
question of expansion or anti-expan- 
sion. Stripped of all the confusion by 
which it has been surrounded, it is 
simply a question whether the conclu- 
sion of a war in behalf of humanity 
Shall justify its beginning. That is 
the whole matter in a nutshell. 

“Above all,’”’ savs Editor Watterson,

We hope we Aare taking Fditor Wat- 
terson along with us, for these thines 
are the essence as well as the 
stance of tha whole issue.

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tion is not whether we shall expand or 


Mot, nor whether we shall improve our 
‘opportunities for trade, but whether wa 


shall permit the people we have res- 
cued from the Spanish oppression to 
exercise thé right of self-government— 
‘a right which explains and justifies 
our institutions, and which gives to the 
flag the only meaning it possesses in 
the eyes of ihe world. It is the flag of 
freqiom, the emblem of liberty, the 
Bymbol of a republic governed by the 
people and for the people. 

We are not saying that trade is not 
important; We recognize eve¢ry argu- 


ment that can be put forward in the | 


mame of trade except those of injustice 
and dishonesty. We necd not bewome 
Pirates in’ any sense of the word in 
order to push our trade and commerce. 
We insist that justice and humanity 
will open wider tha avenues of trade 
than any other course: that can 
give our manufacturers and our mer- 
chants better and more profitable mar- 
kets and establish our commerce in tha 
Pacific on a stronger basis by earning 
and winning the gratitude and friend- 
ship of people who have been for cen- 
turies the victims of tyranny. 

If, in the’ end. we are to possess the 
Philippines, let us win them. not after 
the methods of the Spaniards. but as 
Americans who are committed by their 
institutions, by their history, by the 
@rand inheritance of freedom, to a 
cours@ marked out. by wisdom, justice 
and humanity. Tet us win the friend- 
Ship and the co-operation of the islands 
mot by means of bloodshed, but by 
introducing to them the right of self- 
government. et us treat them 
Cisa@ly as we are treating the Cubans. 
and thereby win for ourselves not only 
the gratitude of the natives, but clean 
fonsciences as well. 

We do not think that Editor Watter- 
gon, with all his ability, will be able 
to find a single raisonable argument 
Against the policy we have ontlined. 
{t is a policy not onlv grounded in rea- 
son and justice, but demanded by everv 
‘feature of our institutions. and it will 
10t be disapproved by the Ammican 
oseople until they conclude to make 
their flac the symbol of injustice and 
nhumanitv and tyranny. It is a policy 
Which fulfills all the conditions nec- 
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pre- 
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courages immorality

He 
sent for the premier. ‘I'm sorry, old man,” 
said his excellency, ‘“‘but I’ve just gof 
orders from home, and I shall have ta 
block that bill.”" The premetir replied, 
“Look here, governor, I don't care a 
hang about the imperial guv’ment of 
about the queens, as far as the thing ig 
conceernee, and what’s more, I don't 
care a hang about you. I've made up 
my mind to get that bill through, and 
ll bring it through.” The governor, 
who was politic, asked the “old man’ 
to have a drink, and dropped the sub- 
ject. The measure in question becamé 
a& law in due course. 


Tracing the Grasshopper. 


W. D. Hunter, a special agent, has re 
ported to Dr. Howard, the entomologist 
of the agricultural department, tn regard 
to a recent statement to the effect that 
it was considered by entomologists that 
the Turtle mountain region, in North Dae 
kota and Montara, probably was a perm 
manent breeding ground of the destruc- 
tive migratory grasshopper, a statement 
which occasioned much alarm and indig- 
nation on the part of railroads and othe? 
land owners. This region, therefore, was 
carefully scrutinized by Mr. Hunter. wh? 
reports that the migratory grasshopper 
does not breed permanently in the Tur 
tle mountains nor in that vicinity. The 
ground is perfectly unsuited to breeding, 
and, moreover, swarms descending furth- 
er east have been traced from far to the 
northeast of that place. The probable 
breeding ground, he thinks, is on the 
Assiniboine river, north and east of R® 
gina.

ARE THROWN OPEN 


New Eéifice Is New Ready for Use by | 
the Congregation. 


IMPRESSIVE SERVICES HELD 


Bishop Turner in Morning and Dr. 
Landrum in Afternoon. 


BISHOP GAINES SFOXE LAST NIGHT 


Delivered a Powerful Sermon to an 
Immense Congregation—Great 
Day with Colored People. 


Big Bethel church, colored, was thrown 
open to the public for the first time since 
its reconstruction yesterday. Notwith- 
standing the beautiful edifice will seat 
2,000 persons, crowds were turned away 
unab.e to gain admittance. 

The butiding and rostrum were decor- 
ated with beautiful flowers and palms. The 
musie by the Big Bethel and Alien Temple 
choirs was especially good. A large num- 
ber of white people were present at the 


service and congratulated the congrega- 
tion on its suecess in getting into its new 
building. 

Bishop Turner preached an_ excellent 
sermon yesterday morning on “‘The Glory 
of the Latter House.” Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum, pastor of the First Baptist church 
preached at the afternoon service on “The 
Soul's Cry to God.” It was a masterful 
effoft. Bishop W. J. Gaines preached last 
night, closing the services for the day. 

It will be remembered that Big Bethel 
church was built some years ago, and 
owing to a defect in the construction it 
was condemned and had to be built over 
again. Dr, W. J. Alexander, as pastor, 
and his people have had a hard struggle 
and deserve gréat credit for their suc- 
cess. The church is one of the most 
beautiful colored churches in the south. 


Bishop Gaines Speaks. 


Bishop Gaines, who is one of the most 
noted colored preachers of this country, 
spoKe iast night to an immense congrega- 
tion that taxed the capacity of the 
chureh. his sermon was strong and force- 
ful throughout. His text was: 

“No weapon that is formed against thee 
shall prosper, and every tongue that shall 
rise against thee in judgment thou shalt 
condemn. This is the heritage of the ser- 
vants of the Lord, and their righteousness 
is of me, saith the Lord;” Isa. liv, 17. 

‘These words,” said the bishop, “‘are as 


true today as when they were spoken by 
the prophet seven hnundred years before 
the coming of Christ. Many changes have 
taken place in the thoughts and ideas of 
men, but the great and eternal principles 


of truth and righteousness remain the 
same, and will ever abide firm as the 


throne of God itself. 

“The good man is in harmony with the 
law of right and represents the principles 
af \Tighteousness. He embodies God's 
truth tn his own life arfda spirit, and stands 
for all that God stands for in this world. 
Hie must as surely triumph as the cause 
he represents Is God's cause. 

“Perhaps there is nothing so exalting to 
the spirit of a man as the consctousness of 
final victory. He can never suffer, with 
patience, if he believes that at the end of | 
hfs suffering, there is a great regard. 
Hie can toil on through years of hard- | 
ships, if he knows that at the end of his 
tolls there Is suecess. He can walk the 
path of thorns, if he knows that at the, 
end of that path there is a crown of 
joy. 

“If no weapon that is formed against 
him can prosper, he can bravely go on 
and do his duty and leave the results with 
Gcd. Indeed, it is not for hint to consider 
results at all. Daniel did not think of 
resuits, but only of duty, and the den of 
lions did not frighten him from it. The 
Hebrew children did not think of results.

Few beetles are more generally known 
than the trim little ladybirds, with their 
round or oval forms and their bright and 
attractive color combinatons.
